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New Water 
Rates Are 
Approved 


A new water rate schedule has 
been adopted by the selectmen. 

Differing from the recommenda- 
tions made earlier by Camp, 
Dresser and McKee, consultants 
retained to study the water rate 
structure, the board has agreed 
on a plan which basically is de- 
signed to aid the small user and 
place the costs of running the water 
department on the heavy user. 

The new rates, which take effect 
in August, will result in an ap- 
proximately 30 percent increaseto 
most homeowners on a semi- 
annual basis. 

The minimum rate of $8 for 2,000 
cubic feet of water used remains 
the same. 

The increases are reflected in 
the three other steps in the 
schedule, 56 cents for the next 
8,000 cubic feet beyond the mini- 
mum and 50 cents for the next 
20,000 cubic feet. 

All consumption over 30,000 cubic 
feet will be charged 40 cents per 
100 cubic feet. 

The new rates will, in effect, 
place the burden of the cost of 
running the water department on 
the heavy users. 

They are designed to place the 
water department on a self-sus- 
taining basis and include cost of

Changed 


A school calendar change, the 
fourth grade testing program, and 
the possibility of an eventual ‘‘open 
campus” plan at the high school, 
were the main concerns of the 
school committee this week. 

A new public school calendar 
was unanimously approved at 
Tuesday’s school committee meet- 
ing, adopting a single Marchvaca- 
tion to replace the February and 
April vacations, for a resulting 
earlier June closing date. 

The change was voted after a 
referendum of Andover school 
families and teachers showed a 
majority of the nearly 2500 re- 
spondents favoring the single 
spring vacation and the earlier 
June closing over other alterna- 
tives offered. 

School will begin in the fall on 
Thursday, September 9, for 
students, after a teachers’ work- 
shop beginning Tuesday, Sept. 7. 
After the usual fall and Christmas 
vacations, the weeklong spring 
vacation will begin Friday, March 
10. The 185-day school year, in-

Summer School Hath Charm 
-- And A Deadline

Well, scholars, after a couple 
of weeks’ vacation, what are you 
going to do with yourself all day, 
if you haven’t a full time job? 

Might you consider summer 
school? At least you’ll see other 
kids there. 

After the Fourth of July Week- 
end, would it te a good idea to 
spend a couple of morning hours 
with a half dozen others in a 
course in speed reading, modern 
film study, or getting into compu- 
ter programming? Or playing 
tennis for an hour a day to get 
really good at it? Or making up 
that math ‘‘deficit’’ before going 
to the beach in the afternoon? Or 
if you’ve decided that math has 
a future after all, how about taking 
a course to move up into the 
accelerated track in the fall, now 
that you’ve found out how to handle 
math and even enjoy it? How 
about arts and crafts? 

Even if you have a job, how 
about the evening summer theatre 
workshop? When it was offered 
two years ago, this was a tre- 
mendously popular course. 

Unfortunately, _ lots of these 
courses including the summer 
theatre, will be dropped from the 
secondary summer school of- 
ferings unless they get aminimum 
signup by next Tuesday. 

Summer School Director James 
Murphy told the TOWNSMAN that 
he cannot hold teachers any longer 
than that, unless there is suf- 
ficient registration to justify the 
courses. Some of the endangered 
species of courses are remedial, 
and he is concerned that students 
‘‘waiting til the grades come out’’ 
may be caught without the course 
they need. He advises borderline 
students to ask the advise of their 
teachers. Other courses which 
may have to go by the board are 
enrichment courses, sports and 
creative activities. 


where actual films will be shown 
and evaluated, Miss Anita Char- 
pentier’s socio-psychology 
course, and Donald Skelton’s tutor- 
ial for 6th graders needing extra 
work before entering junior high 
are all new courses, and Murphy 
hopes they will have signups so 
they can be piloted this year. 
Math teacher Skelton will be as- 
sisted by a group of experienced 
junior high math students who will 
each tutor one or two of the 
pre-seventh graders for an in- 
formal way of reviewing math 
ideas that the younger students 
should enjoy. 

Murphy said a full list of math 
remedial courses are offered, and 
English as well, at the junior High 
and high school level, for students 
who need these. He highly recom- 
mends the Developmental Reading 
course to increase reading ability 
either through instruction in basic 
reading skills, vocabulary building 
or for speedreading. American 
History is offered for seniors 
who need it for graduation credit. 

The enrichment courses include 
a course in PASIC, the computer 
language, with hands-on operation 
of the computer terminal, a non 
structured advanced mathematics 
course, track adjustment math, 
drivers’ education and training, 
personal typing, a perennial 
favorite, and courses in Spanish 
and French. 

Science offerings are science 
workshop, alaboratory approachto 
chemistry and biology specifically 
for junior high students, and an 
embryology course, microscope 
work concentrating on the develop- 
ing chick embryo, with ex- 
periments to determine the effects 
of hormones on its growth and 
development. 

A current social issues course 
is tentatively scheduled for even- 
ing course, to discuss current 
social issues in a _ dialogue-

Improving 
Conditions 


Improvements at the sanitary 
disposal site have been proceeding 
on schedule and according to plans 
presented at the annual town 
meeting, according to Public 
Works Director Robert McQuade. 

The town approved $74,000 to 
provide necessary improvements 
at the dump to bring it up to 
standards as specified by health 
authorities and to keep it inopera- 
tion until such time as a new 
site is obtained and approved for 
use. 

The present dump is rapidly 
filling and its life expectancy is 
short, according to officials, who 
not only cite the rapidly filling 
area, but meeting state health and 
ecological measures as the need 
for a new location. 

Uncovered areas of the dump 
have now been completely covered, 
according to McQuade. 

The covering, throughthe trans- 
portation of fill to the area, has 
improved the appearance of the 
site as well as eliminating as 
much as possible, the blowing 
around of debris and trash. 

Currently underway is the con- 
struction of a roadway down the 
center of the dump site. 

This will allow for easier ac- 
cess to the disposal area being 
utilized at the particular time. 

One of the main problems of the 
present road site is the contribu- 
tion to pollution of nearby streams.

Local Man Among 24 
Missing In Jet Crash 


John P. Cahill, 38, 146 Elm 
St., was one of 24 passengers 
aboard an Air Force jet missing 
and believed down somewhere in 
the Pacific adistance from Hawaii. 

Cahill was among a group of 
civilian and military personnel on 
a classified Air Force mission. 
He is employed as scientist at 
Hanscom Air force Base. 

Air Force and Navy search 
crews were still searching the 
area Wednesday in hopes of find- 
ing survivors of the crash. Debris 
had been spotted in the area where 
the plane is believed to have gone 
down. 

The four-engine jet from 
Wright-Patterson Air Force base 
in Dayton, Ohio, vanished Sunday 
on its way from Pago Pago, Amer- 
ican Samoa, to Hickam Field Air 
Force Base, Honolulu, Hawaii. 

Estimated arrival time at 
Hickam Field was 3 p.m. Sunday, 
terminating the 2,227 mile flight. 
When the plane failed to arrive 
the search was initiated. 

The plane had left Pago Pago 
for the five hour flight earlier 
Sunday, with nine hours of fuel 
aboard. 

While the mission was classi- 
fied and air force officials have 
refused to comment on the assign- 
ment, the plane is the type used 


in monitoring Frenchnucleartests { 


in the Pacific. A test was re- 
cently conducted during the past 
week. 

Air Force officials reported that 
the debris was sited 200 miles 
north of Palmyra Island where a

Why should the Andover schools’ 
new individualized reading pro- 


gram, the home-grown product of | 


Mrs. Theresa Murphy’s reading 


department, draw the interest of 


several publishers andanumber of 
other school systems? 

The Curious Citizen wonders 
why this kind of attention to a 


program that has not even begun | 


yet. 
The program, designed to enable 


Andover elementary teachers to 
prescribe individualized reading 
instruction for each child at his 
own level and pace, goes into ef- 
fect in September. 

Reading placement tests given 
in the past two weeks will produce 
reading profiles for each child, 
indicating his present reading in- 
structional level and his degree 
of mastery in a number of specific 
skills in the basic elements of 
reading -- phonics, structural 
analysis, comprehension and word 
meaning. Non-graded instruction 
will begin in the fall, with each 
child proceeding level by level, as 
quickly as he can master the read- 
ing skills. 

Meantime, three companies have 
approached Reading Director Mrs. 
Murphy, interested in the program 
designed by Andover’s reading 
specialists. In addition, Mrs. 
Murphy this week will address 
representatives of 20 area school 
districts in a meeting especially 
set up by the state- sponsored Mer- 
rimack Education Center to hear 
about the Andover’s reading pro- 
gram. 

The Curious Citizen looks in 
on the Reading Department in the 
old Jackson School to find out why 
and how the Andover schools de- 
veloped their own individualized 
reading program, and why it has 
excited such immediate interest. 

A key to the wide interest seems 
to be the mounting interest of 
communities in individualized in- 
struction as the most logical and 
effective way to teach reading and 
mathematics skills. This leads to 
searches for good programs, but 
concern over high per-pupil cost 
of most of the packaged programs. 
Andover’s reading program will 
have instructional materials lami- 
nated in plastic for easy erasure 
and reuse by many pupils; this 
is also a feature of the individual- 
ized math program that the schools 


. will initiate in September, and 


results in being able to offer 
individualized instruction without 
escalating program costs. 

The next question is why this 
system chose to design its own 
program, .and was successful in 
producing it. 

The fact is that the reading 
teachers in the system spent all 
of last year’s Curriculum Days 
developing K-12 objectives in 
reading, and deciding on the skills 
needed to achieve them. This 
year, the reading specialists 
evaluated all published programs 
to find the best individualized 
reading program for Andover 
school children, and frankly found 
none good enough. The one they 


liked best had a high continuing

per-pupil cost for instructional 
materials, and still didn’t 
effectively cover all the skills 
the Andover teachers thought im- 
portant. They began to think they 
could do better themselves, and 
far cheaper. 

Their research and agreement 
on goals had made them too crit- 
ical to be easily satisfied, and it 
also had given them the basis, and 
the confidence to start designing 
the reading program they wanted. 

Put few school systems are able 
to design a complete non-graded 
reading program, even if they 
want to. It takes more than con- 
fidence to set up a structure of 
levelled skills, a valid testing 
program for each skill area at 
each level, and pupil profiles. 
This structure, of course, must 
be fleshed out with enough in- 
structional materials - e.g. work- 
book pages - to introduce, teach, 
reinforce and review each skill at 
each level. 

The Curious Citizen asks ques- 
tions. and finds that the key to 
producing such a program is an 
unusually qualified reading staff. 

Mrs. Theresa Murphy, Director 
of reading, has six years publish- 
ing experience as an editorial 
consultant, has. already co- 
authored three reading workbooks, 
and is one of the few public school 
members of the committee which 
is setting up behavioral objectives 
in reading for the state of Mass- 
achusetts. 

Her staff of seven reading spec- 
ialists, who teach remedial read- 
ing in Andover schools, all have 
both teaching experience and 
master’s degrees specializing in 
the teaching of reading. 

The reading staff that produced 
the program is made up of the 
specialists, Mrs. Arlene Pheasant, 
Miss Karon Carr, Miss Jane 
Markiewicz, Mrs. Nancy Smith, 
Mrs. Esther Campbell, Mrs. 
Dorothy Stackpole and Mrs. Sheila 
LaMontagne, with office help from 
the reading department secretary 
Mrs. Mary Walsh, and also from 
Miss Cyndi Verda, Miss Mary 
Faulks and Mrs. Irma Anderson. 

The staff spent the February

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groups of students in the spring, 
then revised, for greater accuracy, 

The next, and longest job, has 
been to put the meat on the skele- 
ton -- put together the actual 
instructional. material, from over 
200 different sources, some new, 
some already in the system, which 
bests teaches, reinforces, reviews 
each reading skill at each level 
in the program. Reading teachers 
have evaluated every program cur- 
rently on the market for good 
instructional material, and at the 
same time have combed the An- 
dover elementary schools for 
workbooks and other instructional 
materials, old and new, and in- 
dexed them all, turning them into 
a library of instructional materials 
for use in the program. 

Mrs. Murphy points out that 
one reason to ‘‘do it ourselves’’ 
was her contention that Andover 
already has a large stockpike of 
instructional materials in read- 
ing, most of them very useful 
if applied at the right place. She 
showed the Curious Citizen sheets 
from workbooks which have not 
been used for years, because the 
textbooks they accompanied were 
considered out of date. ‘‘But, 
there’s excellent workbook mater- 
ial here to teach specific reading 
skills, and we are using them in 
our program.”’ The result of 
combing old and new sources is 
a generous sheaf of teaching 
material for each skill at each 
level. The reading department had 
to borrow the Town Hall’scollator 
to put everything together. 

The final steps this summer, 
when two of the reading specialists 
who will be teaching the new 
reading program atthe elementary 
summer school, will be writing 
introductions to each section, and 
then laminating in plastic the final 
versions of each sheet in the pro- 
gram, for easy erasure and eco- 
nomical re-use. The reading de- 
partment has arranged to buy a 
laminating machine for $600, with 
a deal that gives the system $700 
worth of laminating plastic free 
with the purchase. This will get 
the job done in plenty of time for 
school, and give the system a 
means of laminating other instruc- 
tional materials for re-use. 

What are some of the implica- 
tions of going into individualized 
reading’? Mrs. Murphy predicted 
one result - a drop in the inci- 
dence of remedial reading 
problems in the future, and the 
probability of anumber of remedial 
reading students returning totheir 
own Classrooms for reading. The 
benefits for the child who is ready 
to push on ahead are obvious. The 
program represents an admin- 
istration decision to put more em- 
phasis on developmental reading, 
in the hope of cutting down on the 
need for remedial work. 

The new teachers contract calls 
for specialists to spend more time 
in the regular classroom, and the 
reading specialists will be moni- 
toring the non-graded reading 
program in every elementary 
school, as well as carrying on 
remedial teaching. 

How about the cost? ‘‘Terry” 
Murphy laughed. Although buying 
a reading program would have 
escalated the reading program’s 
cost to as much as $13 a pupil 
a year, she said Andover’s own 
individualized reading program 
will cost little more than the old 
way - with different schools using 
different programs, none of which 
met the objectives of the reading 
department. She feels her de- 
partment has put together a pro- 
gram that does - and she can 
hardly wait to use it.

One of the recent limelight 
issues, Andover’s performance on 
the nation-wide fourth grade 
testing program, was laid to rest 
Tuesday. The administration, as 
pledged, gave out a many-paged 
report comparing Andover fourth 
graders’ results with those of the 
state as well as the national 
average, andCommitteeman Frank 
Griggs no longer insisted on pub- 
lishing and comparing the separate 


results of each school within the’ 


system. 4 

Andover students scored higher 
than the state, as well as the 
nation, in every one of the dozen 
categories of reading, language 
and math, plus study skills. The 
superintendent pointed out that this 
was true of each of the Andover 
elementary schools, as well asthe 
system, and that the system has 
also scored higher than any other 
systems whose results have been 
publicized so far. 

He deplored such comparisons, 
however, saying the most valuable 
use of the test is to look at the 
Andover results alone, noting 
where we did best and where we 
need most improvement. He said 
the test confirmed what the system 
already knows and must work on, 
when Andover fourth-graders did 
best in reading comprehension and 
language expression, and high in 
mathematic concepts, but scored 
lowest (still ahead of the state 
average) in arithmetic computa- 
tion. There was agreement that the 
very recent reading and math 
placement tests given all Andover 
elementary school children inpre- 
paration for individualized in- 
struction, will afford more signi- 
ficant results for school officials 
and the Andover community. 

Copies of the nation-wide fourth 
grade test results, with Andover, 
state and national comparisons, 
are available at the school office. 
The administration notes that it 
will also be happy to share results 
of the Andover math and reading 
placement tests, which give in- 
dividual results. Any parent is 
welcome to contact the school for 
a conference on his child’s in- 
dividual results’ on these place- 
ment tests. 

The committee voted unani- 
mously to set up a school andcom- 
munity committee, next fall, to 
study the possibilities of adopting 
an ‘‘open campus”’ plan at the high 
school; open campus essentially 
makes students responsible for 
attending assigned classes, and 
offers various voluntary added 
programs, but does not require the 
student to be in the school building 
from a set opening hour to a set 
closing hour. 

The concept has been endorsed 
by the commissioner of education 
and the state education depart-

in the state are adopting a version 
of the plan or planning to. Those 
schools which have done so seem 
to have experienced varying de- 
grees of success. 

High School Principal Philip 
Wormwood noted that the point of 
open campus plans, is to develop 
educational programs with added 
offerings, in the school and the 
community so as to surpass the 
present school program, and to 
develop among students greater 
responsibility for their personal 
lives. The point is not, he said, 
to save space, by increasing the 
high school capacity; he said that 
communities who adopt an open 
plan under that illusion make.a 
mistake. 

Poth Wormwood and Superin- 
tendent Seifert are interested in 
the plan, although Assistant Prin- 
cipal Charles Adams, who has also 
visited and studied open campus 
plans, says ‘‘I’m afraid of open 
campus.’’ He and Wormwood agree 
that a decision on open campus 
should be preceded by a very 
thorough study of alternatives, with 
storekeepers, police, students, 
parents and other segments of the 
community involved. 


Superintendent Seifert com- 
mented at the end that he fears 
that holding students within the 
traditional set opening and closing 
hours may result in keeping stu- 
dents in a 7:30-2:30 ‘security 
package’’ until they are out of 
high school, which may not serve 
their needs to learn to make their 
own decisions. He noted that a 
number of students go into a tail- 
spin first years in college because 
they haven’t learned how to plan 
use of their own time. 

Praise for the high school came 


from two sources Tuesday night. 
John Boyle, teacher representa- 
tive, noted that SETS, the Waltham 
firm from which the school rents 
a math computer terminal, said 
that Andover had been making 
full use of the computer, withnone 
of the crank and prank difficulties 
experienced at many other high 
schools. As a token of apprecia- 
tion, SETS has installed the Abbot 
Academy computer terminal at 
the high school for the summer, 
free of charge. He also had good 
words for the general tone, and 
the level of student interest, at 
the end of the year, attributing 
this to Principal Philip Worm- 
wood’s encouragement of ‘‘mini- 
courses’’, on everything from 
astrology to stock market invest- 
ment, near the year’s end. 
Finally, the committee was high 
in its praise of ‘‘Chimera’’, the 
high school’s literary magazine, 
with photographs and art, which 


faculty Advisor Mary Ann 
Johnston told the TOWNSMAN is 
completely student-produced and 
planned. The committee called it 
‘‘not just amateur but a fine com- 
pletely professional production,”’ 
and noted that there should be 
enough money in the student 


activity budget fund to encourage 
this kind of creative work.

We disclosed in a Sunday 
piece on Bassett field trials that the 
Master of the Hunt insisted all and 
sundry there should shout “Tal- 
lyho!” upon sighting a rabbit. 

(After the rabbit is seen, 
the hounds are set upon his or her 
trail and the judging begins.) 

We remarked that we felt 
damn silly running through the 
woods shouting “Tallyho” after a 
pound-and-a-half fuzzy bunny. 

Well, we seem to have of- 
fended a member of the Bassett 
Crowd, who thinks we were poking 
fun. Not at all. 

Field sports, even more 
than other sports, should have a 
precise language. Obviously, you 
can’t have a bunch of beaters rois- 
tering through the woods yelling 
whatever comes to mind. Things 
are confusing enough. 

And field sports involve 
dogs and wild animals, both of 
which deserve respect. (More so 
than some hunters, but that’s 
another problem.) 

Respect involves using the 
right word. The umpire at Fenway, 
after all, could just stroll out and 
say “Alright youz guys, let’s get 
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this game over with.” 

But he doesn’t, he says 
“Play ball”. Thus are traditions pre- 
served. 

The language of field 
sports tries to do two things at 
once: be precise, and be respectful. 

And hares deserve just as 
much respect as foxes and stags. 
For none of these is it either pre- 
cise or respectful to yell “There 
goes the little runt!” 

For hares, properly, one 
has two and only two shouts to 
shout: “Gone away!” (modern and 
common), or the traditional “Le 
voy, le voy!” whichis bad French 
for “It is seen.” And, very precisely, 
the “it” that is seen is a hare. 

If you didn’t know that, 
back in England, you just weren’t a 


gentleman. You were, in fact, a churl. 


Well, no one is going to be a 
chur! these days just because he 
goes around yelling “Tallyho!” at 
rabbits. Nor will shouting “Gone 
away!” make him a gentleman. 

But it’s part of the fun, the 
tradition, the hunting coats, stirrup 
cups, soft sheen of oiled leather, 
voice of the hounds, all the good 
things.

Acclaimed 


People in other towns have begun 
to hear about Decisions Unlimited, 
the Andover High School student 
group that discusses decision mak- 
ing with elementary and junior high 
school classes, and more 
specifically the decisions these 
students must make on tobacco, 
alcohol and other drugs. 

Recently the public school 
system of the town of Merrimac 
asked Decisions Unlimited to help 
them by talking about decision 
making and drugs with their ele- 
mentary school students. They 
had heard of Cecisions Unlimited 
through Dr. Joseph Harrington of 
Merrimack College, head of the 
Greater Lawrence Drug Council. 

After a preliminary meeting of 
Andover school health personnel 
and Merrimac school department, 
PTA and school committee repre- 
sentatives, 12 members of 
Decisions Unlimited spent nearly 
an hour talking witha dozen groups 
of 3rd to 6th graders inthe Merri- 
mac Elementary Schools. After- 
wards, Merrimac donated $50 to 
Project Care, Andover young 
people’s telephone counseling hot- 
line, in appreciation for the De- 
cision Unlimited students coming 
to Merrimac. 

The TOWNSMAN has read the 
‘feedback’? from these meetings 
in the form of thank you letters 
and evaluations from the Merrimac 
elementary students to the student 
each heard. The Andover high 
schoolers read these evaluations 
to know how and what they are 
getting across. 

What is obvious from the younger 
students’ feedback is that they are 
vitally interesting in getting more 

accurate information about drugs 
from people whose words they 
listen to and trust. 

It is also obvious that they 
listened hard to the advice to 
look at the facts on both sides of 
any issue, and make rational de- 
cisions, instead of being controlled 
by the influence of others, or the 
desire to ‘‘look cool.’ 

Almost all were effusively 
grateful, and their respect for 
the Decisions Unlimited group 
comes through very strong. One 
elementary student wrote that 
“before I was informed about 
drugs, I thought it would be great 
to see all those great colors... 
P.S, My decision is no, ! won’t 
take drugs.’’ Another student 
reaction was: ‘‘Thanks to Deci- 
sions Unlimited, 1 have a better 
insight on drugs, and if I’m ever 
offered any, I’ll be able to think 
twice and know the facts. They 
told me the causes of taking drugs, 
the effect it has on your body, and 
most important, they are helping 
me make my decision on drugs.

To combat this problem, the 
town, in approving the $74,000 ex- 
penditure in March, appropriated 
$40,000 for installation of proper 
drainage. 

Test borings are now being taken 
at the site to provide for such 
installation, McQuade said. 

The pollutants from the dumpcan 
enter the small streams in the 
vicinity of the dump, and must be 
rectified. 

The dump also borders the Hag- 
getts Pond watershed area, thus 
making removal of any contribu- 
tor to pollution mandatory. 

Following the taking of test 
borings, installation of proper 
drainage lines will begin, McQuade 
said. 

The contract on service for the 
bulldozer will run out at the end 
of July. The contract, covering 
a five year period covers repairs, 
with the exception of the under- 
carriage. 

To date, $4,500 has been spent 
on repairs outside the contract 
stipulations, McQuade reports. 

The DPW asked for a new bull- 
dozer at the annual town meeting. 
The request for $50,000 was re- 
jected by the voters, however, who 
approved an amount for repairs 
to the present machine. 

McQuade said that he has been 
asked to provide figures estimating 
the costs anticipated to keep the 
bulldozer in operation until the 
end of the year. 

State law now provides that if 
the ’dozer should have to be re- 
moved from the site for repair, 
then a machine similar in design

such capital construction projects 
as the new water treatment plant. 

The selectmen, in adopting the 
new schedule, said that the adjust- 
ment came after receipt of a 
$1,500,000 grant from the federal 
government for the treatment plant 
construction. 

The original rates almost 
doubled the cost of water use to 
the average homeowner.

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Editorial Comment 


The Bridge 


The Bailey Bridge over the Shawsheen River leading 
from the former Raytheon Co. parking lot onto Kenilworth 
Street, is again in controversy. 

The bridge was placed several years ago to relieve traffic 
conditions in Shawsheen Village during peak traffic periods 
when the Raytheon Co. had employment reaching close to 
8,000. 

The electronics firm has sold the buildings and moved 
the major portion of its operations to its new plant in West 
Andover. 

The selectmen recently voted to close the bridge for a 30 
day period. 

The new occupants of the building, Shetland Industries, 
feel the access to the parking lots via the bridge is a neces- 
sary selling point to prospective tenants, thus want the 
bridge to remain open. 

Monday night, the selectmen voted to close the bridge 
and to place the entire Shawsheen industrial complex under 
traffic study for a period of time to be determined by the 
town manager and the public safety officials. 


This seems to be the fairest approach to the problem, 
but the bridge should remain open during the study period. 
This particularly in view of Shetland attempting to interest 
tenants in the property. 


The Rates 


The new water rate schedule seems, finally, to have been 
settled. 

Since last winter, the selectmen have been studying, ad- 
justing and reviewing a study made by Camp, Dresser and 
McKee, in an effort to make the water department a self- 
sufficient organization. This, in view of capital expendi- 
tures, such as a new water treatment plant. 

The board, finally Monday night, settled on a rate sched- 
ule which seems fair and equitable. 

The figures were arrived at after the town received a 
federal grant of $1,500,000 for construction of the treat- 
ment plant. 

The schedule does not harm the person whose water use 
is low. Everyone will pay the minimum rate of $8 semi- 
annually. 

Proportionately, the heavier users will pay their share of 
costs of running the water department. 

The majority of homeowners will be paying in the 
vicinity of 30 per cent more for water under the new 
schedule to go into effect in August. 

What the schedule does is provide for all costs of the 
water department, to be borne by the users of the system. 

Treatment plant construction, and other capital improve- 
ments to the water system will not be reflected in the 
annual tax rate, since the bond issues for these projects, 
will be paid for through water revenue. 

No one likes increased costs. 

But, viewed in the perspective that necessary projects 
will be built without further burden to the taxpayer, the 
decision of the board seems to be most proper. 

Cost of the improvements will be paid for by those who 
require the service most - which is equitable. 


Safety
